GOOD NEWS AT LAST. 


It was incorrectly reported on Sunday 


morniDg that coal bad been slrucR at tbe 
Decatur fcbuft on Saturday' nigbl at ten 
I'c'.ock. Tbe 1'ong-expccicd aod hoped- 
or discovery was cot made until ten 
o'c'ock on barjday Digbt, June 20tb, 1881, 
at a depth of 008 feet, as shown by Mr 
J. E Bering's boring, made in the fall of 
1874 and the spring of 1875 
Af'er the 


•vein had been struck, Superintendent 
White instructed William Clear, one of 
he experienced miners Ht the bottom ot 
he deep hole, to drill through tbe coal, 
and he did f o , tiading the vein to be 


FOUR FEET TWO INCOES THICK, 


being e,gat inches thicker than is shown 
by the Bering profile 
The g'.ad news 


was communicated to Mr. White, who 
with the oihcr miners waited anxiously 
or the result of tbe drilling to be an- 
nounced. 


THB MINERS JOLLIFY 


"This morning the coal shaft operatives 


erected a flag staff over the tower and an- 
'urled the stars and stripes to tbe breeze, 
and otherwise manifested their joy over 
be "find1* by firing off several anvils In 
rapid succession. They are the happiest 
>ody of men one could find in a year's 
ravel, and are working to day with re- 
newed energy, and Pinging like a troop of 
converts at a camp meeting. 


TEE WEST COAL 


was taken out of the shaft from the "four- 
Tool" vein Ibis morning, and samples of 
t were secured by a REPCBLCAN repor- 
ter. They are DOW an exhibition at this 
office where they may be seen by those 
•who call. 


The coal is considered to be an extra 


quality of bituminous fuel, equal to the 
best shipped here from other mines. A 
portion of H was thrown into the furnace 
at the shaft this morninc in the presence 
of the writer and others, and it burnt like 
an oily substance. Superintendent White 
informs our reporter that the vein has a 
splendid ro»f of slate, and everything is 
in good condition to push forward the 
work of getting ready to mine tbe "black 
diamonds" and supply the trade. But no 
no coal will be taken out for sale until af- 
ter tbe 4ih of July. Tbe mine's will 
dig through tbe "four foot," and sink 
what they call the "sump," or drain for 
water, 10 a depth of 1C feet below the 
vein, which will muke the hole 638 feet 
deep, tbe deepest shaft in the State of 
Illinois, operated bv next to tbe most 
powerful hoisting machinery. The shaft 
is 7 t>y 14 ID size, and is divided into 
three apartments. 
There are two cage 


roads, each 5 by 7 feet in size, and an up 
cast fur air 3 by 7 feel in Mze. 
When ID 


full operation two cages will be used to 
bring up the coal from ibe dark depths 
below 
Tbe new hoisting machinery, 


which was recently made at Litcbfield, is 
tbe very best in use, and is of the most 
improved pattern. They rest upon solid 
foundatiooe.and in due time will be cover 
ed with a substantial brick structure — 
Some delay will be occasioned in taking 
out tbe coal for delivery, on account ol 
tbe fact that a new and more substantial 
tower will have to be built over tbe shaft 
and suitable coal sbules constructed, but 
while 
all 
this 
is 
being done 
the 


miners will proceed with the work ol 
constructing the "sump" and curbing it 
like the.other portion of the shaft, which 
IB built in the most substantial manner 
from top to bottom. 


ID tbil connection it may not be Snap 


propriate to give a brief history of the 
important undertaking wbicb has resulted 
10 successfully, the determined managers 
overcoming all obstacles which bave be- 
set them. In tire beginning Mr. Frank 
Frorer, of Lincoln, agreed to sink a shaft 
if tbe city of Decalur would agree to give 
him $.2,000 for every 100 feet of tbe sbafl 
gunk 
Tbe city accepted bit proposition, 


and Frorer gave bonds in the sum oi 
$20,000, and he bas received $10,000 in 
cash from tee city, wbicb be bas agreed 
to return to tbe city in coal, delivered at 
the water works. 
On June lef, 1879, 


ground was broken for tbe olrl shaft, 
which was sunk to a depth of 119 feet, 
Superintendent Charles J. White baring 


charge of tbe work. 
In tbe fMl of that 


year tbe old shaft, though substantially 
built, caved in at a depth of 80 feet on 
account of the strong current of water 
which broke tne heavy timbers and made 


total wreck ef Ihe hole. 
The work 


was tben abandoned; but nothing daunt- 
ed, on April 23, 1880, Mr. Frorer com- 
menced digging the present shaft near 
the old one, and pushed forward the 
work as rapidly as the weather and an- 
noying mishaps would permit. Since the 
search for coal began on June 1st, 1880, 
two years and 26 days have been demoted 
to the work. 
It took 14 months and 


three dajs to sink the new shaft 608 feet, 
and tbe estimated cost of both, including 
a portion of the permanent machinery, 
labor, loss by caving in of old shaft, re- 
pairs, and by the fire several weeks ago, 
ii estimated at not leu than $55,000. 


Tbe shaft will be operated by an incor- 


porated company, whose members are 
Frank Frorer, Charles ;j. White, 1). H. 
Harts and Henry Brammell ; capital 
stock, $100,000. 


AN ESCAPE SHAFT. 


Under the state law tbe managers of 


the coal shaft will have to sink another 
within two years, not lees than a half 
mile distant from the present shaft, which 
will be known as tbe "escape shaft," and 
will be used by the miners in case any ac- 
cident should occur while they are down 
in the mine. Supt. While says tbe sec- 
ond shaft will be sunk at once, probably 
on the line of some other railroad, but 
that matter is yet undetermined 


BHALL WE CELEBRATED 


The coal find is a big bonanza for our 


city in many respects. It furnishes good 
and cheap fuel at our very doors, and re- 
moves forever all objections to Decatur 
as one of the greatest manufacturing cen- 
ters in the wesl. 
We have long had an 


inexhaustible supply of water, we have 
the best of railroad facilities furnishing 
every possible convenience to shippers, 
and now we have COAL, and plenty of it 
for home use and perhaps enough to sup- 
ply a part of the foreign demand. 
And 


it will not be al all surprising if numer- 
ous rival shafts are sunk in different parts 
of tbe city within the next few years, now 
that it baa been demonstrated beyond 
cavil that there are beds of coal m pay- 
ing quantities beneath our feet. There is 
already talk of sinking a shaft near Dr. 
Johns' residence. 


The manufacturers and al) citizens of 


Decatur should join in a grand jollifica- 
tion over tbe ooal find and banquet Mr. 
Frorer, Mr. White, and the daring miners 
who bave given our city such a big boost 
in a commercial sense. It is an important 
epoch in our history that calls for some 
sort of a demonstration. Why not "kill 
two birds with one stone" and celebrate 
Decatur's coal flod on July 4t.b' If this 
meets with general approval let a meeting 
of citizens be called to make proper ar- 
rangements. A big procession with a col* 
umn of Decatur coal on a wagon, followed 
by the military, fire department and De- 
catur mechanics in line, wouldn't be a 
bad idea.

A Dt»p»t«<l Honor.

It seems probable that tbe tail is not less 
than IS deg. in length, while ;tbe bead is 
as bright as Jupiter. Tbe new comet is 
located in tbe constellation of Auriga, 
about eight deg. from Capella, and it is 
not improbable that it may be the much 
expected comet of 1812, wb:cb should ap- 
pear not far from that locality.

A TERRIBLE FATE. 


Henry Blghe, aWabaib Employe, 


fully Mangled, and John Troy 


Badly Banged Up. 


From Wednesday's Daily. 


Soon after 11 o'clock this forenoon, Henry 


Hlghe, aged about 50 year*, was accidentally 
killed In tbe Wabaeb yard, between the Mor- 
gan street crossing and tbe company's tele- 
graph office. He was employed as a section 
band under John Troy, and tbe men were en- 
gaged in cleaning and repairing the track 
when the frightful mishap occurred. The two 
Wabaeb switch engines were In that part of 
the yard moving cars, and Mr. Higbe failed to 
notice engine No. 131 coming from the w«it at 
a rapid rate of speed backing up two freight 
cars. Tbe cars struck him. It Is thought, while 
be was facing cast, and be fell upon tbe north 
rail, and was literally cut to pieces. His bead 
was cut off and tbe remainder of bis body was 
dragged along under tbe cruel wheels a dl«- 
tancejof about 30 feet, »ben tbe engine was 
stopped. J be rails, wheels and ties were be- 
spattered with blood and brains, and tbe 
banes of the mangled body protruded from 
tbe torn flesh in a manner sickening to behold. 


Mr. Troy, who stood near poor Hlgbo at 


tbe time tbe moving car struck him, was also- 
struck by tbe same car, and was felled to tbe 
ground 
with considerable force. 
It was 


thought at first that bis skull bad been frac- 
tured, but be only received a (light cut over 
the right eye, flesh woundi on bis right cheek 
and bruises on bis body. He was attended by 
tbe Doctors Cbenowetb and will probably re- 
sume work to-morrow or next day. 


Mr. Higbe bad been in tbe employ of Ibe 


Wabasb In Decatur since last fall. He leaves 
a wife and a large family of children, most ot 
whom are grown. Two of Ihe eons work for 
tbe Wabaeb, and a son and daughter are em- 
ployed by Col. White at tbe Central House. 
Tbe inquest is being held tbis afternoon. 


Several of the children were permitted to 


loon upon tbe mangled remains of their fath- 
er and tbey went away sobbing plteously and 
nearly frightened to death. Tbe old man was 
a sober, steady-going, Industrious citizen, and 
was well liked by all his acquaintances. 


Hie family reside on North Morgan street, 


and Mr. Troy Is boarding with Mrs. Hlckey on 
North Broadway, His wife and children were 
expected to arrive In Decatur to-day at noon 
from tbe west, but they didn't come.

COURT HOUSE BLOCK. 


TBE FALL ELECTIONS. 


On a subject bat little understood by 


the majority of tbe people, the Chicago 
Journal, in a recent issue, says : 


Four different bills were passed at tbe 


recent session of tbe Illinois legislature 
in reference to the election ef county 
officers, in order to conform the sime to 
the amendment of the state constitu- 
tion, adopted by the people at the gen 
era) election last fall, doing away with 
annual elections for county officers. The 
terms of the county officers now in office 
expire as follows : Judges, treasurers, 
clerks and county superintendents, Nov. 
1881 ; sheriffs and coroners, 1882 ; cir- 
cuit clerks, 1884. 
The new laws pro- 


vide that hereafter county* judges,coun- 
ty clerks, sheriffs, county treasurers, 
county surveyors, county superintend- 
ents and state's attorneys shall be elect- 
ed in November, 1382, and every four 
years thereafter. 
Coroners are to be 


elected in November, 1882, to hold two 
years, and in 1384 and in every four 
years thereafter. 
The effect of this 


legislation is to allow the county judg- 
es, county clerks, county treasurers and 
county superintendents now in office to 
hold over for one year longer than they 
were elected for, but will hereafter do 
away with one unnecessary election for 
county officers. 


As question is being raised as to the 


constitutionality of the act extending 
for one year the time for which present 
officers were elected. 
Under the con- 


stitution, before the amendment was 
adopted, it was not in the power of the 
legislature to extend tbe term of any 
elective officer, but tbe amendment to 
the constitution has now changed the 
official term of 
the county judges, 


clerks and treasurers from two to four 
years, beginning in 1882. 
This repeals 


tbe provision of the constitution under 
which new incumbents to these offioes 
were required to have been elected next 
November. 
How to provide for the 


rilling of those offices for the year, was 
necessarily a question for the legislature 
to decide. It decided to continue in 
office the present incumbents for one 
year longer, requiring them to give new 
official bonds for tbe extra year. 
We 


doubt not, the legislature has done

Toe Dog Tax Law.

As there is more or less interest in 


the dog tax, we give the changes in the 
law as made by the last legislature : 
The first is, that the fund shall be dis- 
tributed among those who have made 
proof of loss before the first Monday of 
April, instead of March, as the law now 
is. 
No owner of eheep shall be^enti- 


tied to compensation unless he shall go 
before the [nearest justice of the peace 
within three days alter the injury is 
discovered, and make affidavit to bis 
loss. The justice shall docket the case, 
take the testimony of one or more free- 
holders as to the number and value of 
the sheep killed or injured, find the 
damages sustained and make a record 
of his finding, a certified copy of which 
with the original affidavit, shall be filed 
with the supervisor of 
tbe town in 


which the sheep were injured, within 
ten days thereafter, and shall then be 
sufficient evidence of loss or damage.

The most important bulletin, from a 


commercial point of view, that ha» yet 
been issued by the census bureau ii 
that which embraces the statistics of 
grain productions of the states and ter- 
ritories.with the number oi acres under 
cultivation for each kind ot grain, and 
the comparison of quantities with tbe 
census of 1870. From these tables, 
which are too long for publication in 
full in our columns, it appears that tbe 
production of Indian corn has increased 
more than 1,000,000,000 bushels in ten 
years, that of wheat 172,000,000 bush- 
els, of oats 123,000,000 bushels, and 
of barley 15,009,000 bushels. 
The 


production of rye and of buckwheat 
shows a slight increase. Illinois con- 
tinues to lead as a grain-growing state, 
showing tbe largest yield of corn.wheit 
and oats. 
Iowa pomes, next as » corn- 


growing state, and Indiana and Ohio 
are a little behind as wheat producers. 
Kansas and Nebraska show tbe greatest 
increase during the decade in both corn 
and wheat, while Minnesota, Dakota, 
Oregon and Washington show very 
large percentages of increase in tbe 
latter staple. California produce* more 
than one-fourth of the barley crop of 
the United States, 12,500,000 bushels ; 
New York comes next with a crop of 
nearly 8,000,000 bushele. The growth 
of wheat shows some diminution in the 
decade in the states of New York, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
and Vprmnnt.

This question is daily asked, either 


mentally or orally, since the convenient 
5-aent coin called '-nickel" has come 
into general use, and but tew can give 
BD intelligent answer. About tbe yett 
1700 a peculiar ore was discovered in 
the copper mines of Saxony which had 
the appearance of being very rich, but 
in smelting it yielded no copper, and 
the miners called it kupfer-niokel, or 
false copper. In 1764 Constakt an- 
nounced the discovery of a new metal 
in kupfer-niokel, to which ha gave the 
gave the name of nickel. It was ID 
combination with arsenic, from which 
he could relieve it only in parts. Tbe 
alloy of nickel and'arsenic which be ob- 
tained was white, brittle and hard, and 
had a melting point nearly a» high at 
cast iron. It was not until 1823 that 
pore nickel was obtained by analysis of 
German silver. 
Unlike silver, it is not 


acted on by tbe vapor of sulphur, and 
even the strong mineral acids attract it 
but slightly. 
Nickel has tbe hardness 


of iron, and like it, has strong magnetic 
properties, but cannot be welded, and is 
soldeted with difficulty. 
Pure nickel 


bas heretofore been used chiefly for 


! plating, for which purpose its hardness 
! and power to resist atmospheric influen- 


ces, admirably ndapt it. 
Within the 


last year the French have succeeded in 
rolling the metal into fine plates, from 
which spoons and. other table furniture 
may be pressed. 
Mines of nickel are 


worked at Chatham, C«., and Lancaster, 
Pa., and it is said to be found at Mine 
La Motle, Mo., and at several points in 
Colorado and New Mexico, where but 
little attention is paid to it. It is ex- 
tensively mined-in Saxony and Sweden, 
but tbe late discovery of a new ore (a 
silicate of nickel) in New Caledonia,will 
probably suspend the use of the arseni- 
cal ores, and yet bring nickel into com- 
mon use. Switzerland, in tbe year 1832,. 
made a coin of Gorman silver which is 
identical with our nickel coin. 
Tbe 


United States made nickel cents in 1856 
and eight years later coined five-cent 
pieces. 
Begium adopted nickel coinage 


in 1860, and Germany in 1873. 
Eng- 


land bas lately coined nickel pennies for 
Jamaica, but at home she and France 
adhere to the clumsy copper small' 
change.

GENERAL WILLIAM W. DUDLEY, of 


Indiana, qualified and took possession of 
the pension office at Washington yester- 
day. 
General Dudley was born in Ver- 


mont in 1812 ; moved to Wayne coun- 
ly, Indiana, at an early age, and remain- 
ed until the year 1861, when he enlist- 
ed in the army as a private. 
He was 


soon commissioned as captain by Gov- 
ernor Morton, and promoted lo a colo- 
nel and brevet brigadier general tor 
gallantry in action at Gettysbura while 
leading a charge against tbe enemy, 
where he lost a leg. 
He resigned in 


1866, returned to Richmocd, Ind., and 
was elected county clerk, which posi- 
tion he held for eight years. 
He then 


commenced the practice of law, and so 
continued until 1SV9, when he was ap- 
pointed United States marshal for that 
state, which ha has resigned to accept 
his present position. Duriog the Ute 
political campaign General Dudley was 
a. member of the Republican state cen- 
tral committee, and chairman of the 
state executive committee, and much 
credit has been given him for the victo- 
ry in that state. 


THE Louiaville Courier-Journal thinks 


that if "Amerioins were allowed to buy 
cheap iron in England, the farmer 
would pay less for big plow and apide 
and reaper, and less for railroad trans- 
portation, aa roads would cost leei." 
We tried that experiment with Robert 
J. Walker's tariff in 1846, though we 
didn't get the full good of it for two or 
three years after. 
When the "tariff for 


revenue only" went into operation, we 
bad enough blast furnaces at work to 
make a yield of pig iron that held 
British prices in check. The change 
killed them all, and British pig, which 
bad b«*a sold down to $19 a too, was 
put up to $25. There was no competi- 
tion to hold it down. 
So that there is 


no sure thing in low prices of English 
manufactures, if our competing manu- 
factures are killed to please a whim of 
certain "closet" theorists, who haye 
laid down infallible principles of polit- 
ical economy by speculation, and logic- 
ally built a tree trade system on them 
that makes mischief wherever it is tried. 
Tbe English are grumbling a boat it 
themselves. Russia stood it four or 
fire years after Storch introduced it, 
and then Nesaelrode told the world in a 
diplomatic circular that she could not 
have the life ground out of her indus- 
tries by cheap English goods, and in 
1824 she returned to protective duties. 
Prussia abandoned protection in 1815, 
because it was Napoleon's policy. 
The 


change ruined farmer as well as manu- 
facturer, and in 1818 the duties had to 
be restored. 
Now the London Times, 


looking at the prosperity of France and 
this country, both living and working 
under systems more or less protective, 
says that '-English 1'rce trade notions 
arc seriously disturbed." 
And there is 


ood deal of "back talk" at the es- 


tablished system which has ruined more 
than one valuab'e industry, aud threat- 
ens them all. ''Free trade ' is a pretty 
theory, and soaked lull of what the 
Germans call "world love" and universal 
sweetness; but it doesn't pay. 
it mur- 


ders tbe enterprise of unskilled nations, 
and keeps tbcm unskilled to the last. 
No nation baa ever tried it long but 
England, and she is getting exceedingly 
sick of it.—ln'.l!<jmapoUts Journal.

Right here let us state tbat Harp town- 


ship bas p»id all other taxes except her 
bonded tax, which, witb accrued interest, 
DOW amounts .to about f 1 an acre. Tbe 
circumstances attending tbe history of 
these bonds are peculiarly aggravating, 
and tax lighting farmers certainly bare 
the sympathy of tbe best people in Central 
Illinois. Tbe bonds, to the extent of 
$25,000, were origiaally voted In 1869 in 
aid of tbe tben Oilman, Clinton & Spring- 
field Railroad. 
Tbe supervisor of the 


township, 
however, never issued tbe 


bonds to tbat company. He was man- 
damused by tbe supreme court, but dia- 
obeyed tbe order. Tbe road tben went 
into tbe bands of Receiver Hinckley, and 
litigation was continued. Finally the 
court took tbe road from Hinckley and 
put it in the bands of certain representa- 
tives of tbe English first-mortgage bond- 
holders. Tben, under tbe advice of Col. 
Tom Snell, of Clinton, tbe supervisor is- 
sued tbe bonds and delivered 
them to 


Special-Master Prince, of McLean county. 
Snell and tbe supervisor got an agreed 
case submitted, by which ibe bonds were 
turned over to one C. P. Mackey, a man 
never seen or heard of in these parts, and 
supposed to be a myth. These bonds 
bear date Dec. 12,1874, and bad annexed 
three sets of 10 per cent, coupons, all fall- 
ing due on tbe same day, wbicb tbe tax- 
fighters say make the bonds illegal. Snell, 
Weldon and others turned up as owners 
of the bonds, clipped off the coupons, 
and, 
bringing suit in the United States 


Court, recovered an interest judgment 
against the township fur about $9,000.

Company, is in the city, his former 
home, arranging for the transfer of the 
Dayton and adjacent exchanges, which 
are his property, to the new company. 
The company will he incorporated this 
week at Columbus with abundant capi- 
tal, and wiil proceed at once.to make 
these connections, by which Cleveland 
will be able to talk with Dayton or Cin- 
cinnati as readily as at a distance of 
only a few miles. 
Mr. Phillips says 


experiments of the company have dem 
onstrated that there is no difficulty in 
carrying sound a few hundred miles,and 
expects before long to place no limit to 
the use of tbe telephone. 
The matter 


has been kept very quiet, and has only 
become public within the past twenty- 
four hours. 
It is thought this is tbe 


first step towards extending the tele- 
phone from local to general use all 
through the country. Full details are 
expected in the course of a week. 


The Law Against Gambling- on Fair 


Grounds. 


The following is a decision of the 


Illinois Supreme Court, on appeal from 
the Appellate Court for the Fourth dis- 
trict of Illinois, on a case appealed to 
the latter court from the Circuit court 
of Clay county. 
We copy from the 


Legal News : 


An injunction will not lie at the suit 


of a stockholder in an incorporated fair 
association, restraining the company and 
its officers from permitting, for a pecu- 
niary reward, gamblers to congregate 
and ply their vocations upon the grounds 
ot the company during its annual exhi- 
bitions, when it docs not appear 
from 


the bill or otherwise that the complain- 
ant or tbe company has thereby sustain- 
ed some pecuniary injury or loss. 


It is no part of tbe mission of a court 


of equity to administer the criminal 
law of the state, or to enforce the prin- 
ciples of religion and morality, except 
so far as it may be incidental to the en- 
forcement of property rights and per- 
haps other matters of equitable cogni- 
zance. 


The licensing of gambling tables on 


fair grounds is foreign to the objects 
and purposes of a fair association, aad. 
is clearly^dtra vires. 
If such licenses 


are granted, the officers alone would be 
responsible, unless authorized by the 
stockholders, in which case it would be 
such an abuse of the company s fran- 
chises as might warrant the state in re- 
claiming them.

COUSTT OFFICERS 


Is It Constitutional lor Them to Hold 


Over Until 1888 I 


Sprii\gfeld

A question has been raised as to the 


constitutionality of certain acts of the 
legislature at its recent session, and 
some attention is being given to the 
matter in various parts of the state. It 
is well understood that, by the amend- 
ment to the constitution adopted by 
the general election in 1880, county 
judges, county clerks, treasurers and 
superintendents of public schools are 
required to be elected in November of 
1882, instead of November of 1881, as 
under tbe unamended constitution and 
the laws made in purauaice thereof. 
The legislature last winter enacted the 
law necessary to carry tbe amendment 
into effect. 
It was passed in several 


different sections, and each section so 
passed was made to take the place of 
tbe corresponding section of the law 
then and now in existence providing 
for the election of the officers named in 
November of 1881. This new act will 
take effect on the 1st of July, and its 
operation would be, of course, on that 
day, to repeal the sections so displaced 
by substitution, and consequently no 
elections for these officers could take 
place this year, and vacancies would 
occur from the expiration of the pres- 
ent incumbencies up to the beginning 
of the term, provided for by the amend- 
ment, which is in December of 1382. 


It is alleged now that the legislature 


aimed to bridge over this hiatus by 
passing the act "requiring county offi- 
cers who may continue in office after 
the time for the qualification of their 
successors, to give additional bonds." 
This act was passed and goes into effect 
July 1. 
Now, there does not appear to 


be any question about tbe constitution- 
ality of the act passed to carry tbe 
amendment into effect: that if, tbere is 
no question about it per se; but since 
it displaces, and, in effect, repeals cer- 
tain sections of the law calling for an 
election in November of this year, it 
thereby practically continues certain 
officers in office for one year beyond tbe 
^ 


expiration of tbe term for winch the 
people elected them, and. in so far. is 
in direct violation of Art. 28 of Sec. 4 
of the constitution, which says: 


No law shall be passed which shall 


operate to extend tbe term of any pub- 
lic officer after his election or appoint- 
ment. 


The attorney eeneral has recently 


stated bis opinion tbat tbe law, in its 
operation and effect, a? above stated, is 
clearly unconstitutional, and he thinks 
tbat tbe only safe way is to hold tbe 
usual election this fall. 


Some of tbe papers of the state have 


suggested that it is mere assumption 
to say that the legislature has passed a 
law, or laws, extending the term of cer- 
tain officers beyond the end of the term 
for which they were elected, and that, 
therefore, the vacancies which may oc- 
cur will be accidental, and the present 
incumbents wiil hold over under the 
clause requiring them to serve until 
their sufcessors are elected and quali- 
fied. To this it has beea answered that, 
if the law so operates as to extend tbe 
term, tbat alone makes it unconstitu- 
tional, and this would seem to be the 
true state of the case. 


How the difficulty will be bridged 


over is a matter of later discussion; but 
tbere does not seem to be any doubt 
that a question of considerable import- 
ance has been raised, and one that will 
probably require attention before the 
usual time for calling the November 
election.

RESIGNATIONS OF SENATORS. 


Providence Journal. 


The National government has been 


in existence nearly ninety-two j«ir?, 
and since its organization up to the 
present date there are 211 U.S. senators 
who have voluntarily resigned their 
seata in the National senate. The strik- 
ing fact in the case is that a large por- 
tion of them came from the thirteen 
oiiginal states. The list, is as follows : 
Meine, 9 ; New Hampshire, 8 ; Ver- 
mont. 6 ; Massachusetts, 17 ; Rhode 
Island, 7 ; Connecticut. 6 ; New York, 
13 ; New Jersey, 9 ; Pennsylvania, 8 ; 
Delaware, 11 ; Maryland, 9 ; Virginia, 
14 ; North Carolina, 8 ; South Caroli- 
na, 15 ; ^Georgia, 14 ; 
Alabama, 4 : 


Kentucky, 11 ; Tennessee, 11 ; Ohio, 
8 ; Illinois, 1 ; Arkansas,! ; Michigan, 
1 ; Mississippi, 9 ; Louisiana, 6 ; Cali- 
fornia, 1 ; 
Iowa, 2 ; 
Minnesota. 1 ; 


Kansas, 1. This last resignation was 
made under compulsion—that is to say, 
the incumbent had the choice of resign- 
ing or meeting the alternative o! ex- 
pulsion. 
John M. Berrien, of Georgia, 


resigned on three different occasions— 
1829, 1S45 and 1S52. 
When he ten- 


dered his resignation the second time, 
the legislature accepted it, but he was 
immediately 
re-eieeted by a nearly 


unanimous vpte. 
He was a man of 


the very highest order of ability, his 
public and private morals above re- 
proach. 
The following named senators, 


most of them distinguished in the an- 
nals of fame, each resigned their seats 
on two different occasions: Daniel Web- 
ster, Hannibal Hamlin, Simon Cameron, 
Joha M. Clayton, John Forsytb, Jeffer- 
son Davis, George 
W. Campbell, An- 


drew Jackson and John J. Crittenden. 
When General Cass was nominated for 
president, in 1848, he resigned bis seat 
in the National senate, deeming it a 
proper and dignified course. 
This act 


elicited much comment from the press 
of that day, and the Whig papers espe- 
cially predicted his defeat, for the presi- 
dency, and as a candidate for re-election 
to the senate ; but when the legislature 
of Michigan assembled in January fol- 
lowing, he was re-elected to complete 
his original term, it being nearly a» Ion;: 
in duration as that of Mr. Conkling 
when be recently surrendered his sena- 
torial trust to the appointing power. 
The circumstances attending many of 
the above resignations constitute highly 
interesting chapters io our civil and po'- 
litical history, but their republication in 
the present condition of 
the public 


taste wouhl not elicit one-tenth the in- 
terest with which the daily balloting is 
looked for from Albany.

The district attorney demurred, on 


the ground that he'was not ready and 
had other cases to dispose of.

be said, this was not a case for immedi- 
ate trial. 


Judge Vaa Alstyne remarked some- 


thing about this being wanted as a rec- 
ord. 


Smith, of.eouosel, denounced the ac- 


tion of tbe'distriot attorney. 


Judge Van Alstyne explained that 


the district attorney wanted to correct 
the records. 


Smith still demanded an immediate 


trial to demonstrate the truth or falsity 
of the charge made. 


Finally bail was fixed at $3,000 Sen- 


ator Sessions to appear from day to day. 
It is understood the case will not be 
tried this term.

diers attempted its passage. The resell 
was a crash, and as the undermined 
supports cave way and the engine and 
cars were hurled headlong down the 
chasm. 
Scarcely had the magnitude 


ot the tragedy become apparent when a 
new horror was added. In the freight 
van, 
comprising a portion oi the train, 


was a consignment of alcohol. 
This 


ook fire, and a subsequent explosion 
iODtributed much to the loss of life. 
Phe few who escaped uninjured at once 
ipplied themselves to rescue tbeir less 
ortunate comrades, but it was some 
lours before the exact extent of the 
ragedy grew apparent. It is known, 
however, that 1-3 officers and 192 pri- 
ratee were either killed outright by the

A justloe'B court is one of limited jurisdic- 
tion, and has no power except such as are ei- 
prensly given by statute. Justices of the pecce 
ore nowhere given by statute the power to 
tax as costs any sum for the State's Attor- 
ney'e fees, henoe that power does cot exist 
and they can not lawfully tax any such fees 
as costs. 
Tbesecond inquiry is answered by Sec. 82, 
chapter 122, Revised Statutes-and all tines 
collected by jjetices of the peace should be 
paid to tbe oounty superintendent of schools 
—except fine* for trespass to school lands, 
which go to the townehlp treasurer, and Once 
for violation of ordinances whicb go to the 
city or village treasurer, unles: otherwise pro- 
vided by charter or ordinance. 
Justices of tbe peace are also required to 
make report to the county superlnieiident of 
schools annually by tbenretot March, of all 
Ones collected by them.

territory. The population of this coun 
try is a little over 30,000 000, and, be 
sides Alaska, the United States comprise 
3,034,399 square miles 
That is, less 


than one quarter of the population ot 
Lurope are here living on about twice 
the amount of land 
In other words, 


while Europe has 110 inhabitants to the 
square uiile, the United States have only 


bince 1S48 the debt of Europe has 


nearly trebled, and is still increasing, 
whereas our debt is now lees than it was 
in ISuo by over a thousand million dol 
lara 
We have already paid more than 


a third ot the great cost of the war, and

Europe, witnessing our prosperity ant 
envying our comparative freedom from 
tbe burdens which rest on their Indus 
try, are DOW crosmng tbe ocean at a 
more rapid rate than ever helore to 
share m our good fortune? They 6nd 
military glory too expensive a luxury 
and long tor the republic where men cai 
work for themselves and are not obligee 
to toil for the support of vast armies 
whose only occupation is to learn the 
business of fighting, against the possible 
coming of a time when they shall be en 
gaged in actual war. One of the grea 
blessing which this country enjoys is 
her freedom from the militarism wtucl 
i» eating out the life of Europe am 
crushing the spirit of its people.
